British -Association Passes 
Strong Resolutions on 
Subject 



London, Jan. 21. — There was a meet- 
ing in this city thi.s afternoon of tho 
Congo Reform As.soclation, under 'the 
presidency of Lord Monkwell, at which 
a more active campaign was decided 
upon. The association passed a num- 
ber o£ resolutions, which will be com- 
municated to Secretnr.v of State Root 
and the Congo Reform Associations in 
the. United States. Thfclr object is to 
secure active co-operatlbn. 

The resolution denounced roundly 
the proposed treaty for thie. % transfer 
of the Congo Independent state to Bel- 
gium, and demands that ,'the7pBrltish 
government proclaim an early time 
limit within Avhich Belgium must pro- 
duce a plan of annexation, providing 
guarantees for a complete reversal of 
the plans and practices of the existing 
system, tho restoration to the natives 
of thetr rights and abrogation of slav- 
ery and forced .labor, 

Another resoiution says that if Bel- 
glum does not adopt such a scheme the 
British government shall appeitl to the 
powers for Joint action. In the event 
Of this appeal .failing, the British gov- 
ernment^ it was resolved, eHall de- 
nourice the .Congo Independent state as 
a barbarous state, whioh' Great Britain 
refuses .to recbgnize, and th6 British 
government shall notify those concern- 
ed that any interference with the rights 
of British subjects 'in the Congo is an 
unfriendly act, and tliat any .disturb- 
ance in the Congo invoivlngr the secur- 
ity of British persons will be suppres- 
sed. 

The resolutions are intended to 
strengthen tho hand.s of Sir Edward 
Grey, the British foreign secretary, who 
is only awaiting deflnlte action by the 
Belgian government and Chamber be- 
fore Intervening.

Estimate IVIade That Sixty 

Thousand Men Are Idle 
in Berlin 

Berlin, Jan. 21,— Serious rioting oc- 
curred today in tho vlfilttity of tho 
Reichstag, where a SoofiTfol interpella- 
tion regarding the Prhss-jan sulfrage 
system was scheduled tg come up. 

About four o'clock In the afternoon 
some 2,000 persons, mostly unemployed 
men and half grown ' boys, marched 
through the streets, intending to reach 
tho Reichstag, but found the bridjres 
over tlie Spree strongly occupied by 
police, wiio soon summoned a mount- 
ed division to assist in dlsp'irsing the 
crowd. The crowd then assemlbled 
at a point nearest the Reichstag build- 
ing on the opposite bank of the river, 
where they kept up prolonged hooting. 
The police attempted to. disperse the 
demonstrators by pushing tliem along 
and driving them Into the side streets. 

When a mob rushed the new opera 
house, now In .the. course of construe-^ 
tlon,. 'they; found .-plies of bricks, and 
began to -hiu:l -th6 bricks at the police, 
who thereupon' -' drew ; their ' sabres, 
striking here and there among the 
rioters with the flat of the blades. A 
boy flred a pistol, the bullet striking 
a policeman, but not seriously injur- 
ing him. Workmen in tho upper stor- 
ies of tho theatre threw bricks down 
upon tho police, who in turn charged 
savagely upon those of the rioters 
that they could jeach. 

After tlie light, a large number of 
tho rioters were unable to move, Iiav^ 
ing been too severely wounded fby the 
officers. Sixteen of them were carried 
to a nearby charity hospital, vanjj many- 
others man««ed. to. make their^; way; 
with some assistance to have ' thfir': 
wounds treated. Ijxtra surgeons -'li^ld"; 
to feiB summoned to assist In thei'wipa'fe'-: 
Sorrte of the injured men and' bays*: 
are in a serious condition. They were 
uut mainly about the head anc| asisiB, 
but several of them had been staBbed 
through the chest. Those wlio were 
least seriously injured m^de their es- 
cape to other quarters. 

Ten policemen wont to headquarters 
for treatment, having been bruised 
and iMJt by bricks and stones. One 
had a wrist broken, Tho police made 
only„a few. arrests,.. as jthey ,\yere un- 
able to.^BpaTe the ineh to! take; prison- 
ers lb the station houses. 

Ijator in the afternoon another de- 
montsratlon occurred In the Koennig- 
graet7.er, about a mile distant from the 
Reichstag building, where about' 500 
persons started serious rioting. Be- 
foro they succeedod in doing mucli 
damage, however, tho police there -\vere 
reinforced strongly. Thoy made sev- 
eral' arrests and dlsperar-d the crowds. 

From estimates made at a number 
of meetings of the unemployed, it 
appears there are about sixty thou- 
sand men without work In Berlin.

ment that he was elected, and appar- 
ently recognizes the possibility of a

The-^aazotte goes so far as to ijoint 
ouf thd.f-Jj'ord^Cil'rzon's name does not 
appear In the list of those qualified 
to vote on such occasions.

Afad it iH j»«t because the 
White ,men of the important city of 
Vancouver, or rather the Japanese, 
because aftdi- all it was the Japanese 
who brought '[a'bout tills riot, have tak- 
en action, that this', qiie'stioji has be- 
come a burning tin'd potential Issue at 
this time. 

Result of Next Riot 

I am not going now to say what the 
result of the ne.'ct riot will be. if tho 
Japanese raise another such disturb- 
ance, but I wish to call the particular 
attention of this House to the Very 
serious and alarming circunistances 
tliat there are at the present moment 
thousands of Japanese in Vancouver 
who are armed with pistols and with 
other Itinds of firearms. And what is 
a still more dangerous thing, in the 
liands of that peojile, they are armed 
with daggers and witli knives; and 
what Is more, Mr. Speaker, they have 
already used them. (Hoar, hear.) 

We, sir, as citizens of Vancouver, or 
at least a portion of our citizens, 
created the circiimstances that led to 
the riot, wliicli has done more to brln.s 
this burning question to a head than 
uii the Natal acts, which this country 
could pass between Jul.y and eternity. 
(Hear, hoar, and some laugliter.) 
' Compliments the Speakers 

I must say that' I listened yesterday 
with deep interest to the ablest de- 
bate that lias over yei in my recollec- 
tion taken jdaco in tlie House; and I 
must congratulate the Hon., the lead- 
er of the opposition, upon his sjilendid 
presentation of his case,, as It appears, 
when it is examined from his point of 
of view. Naturally, the Hon. gentle- 
man's leanings are towards the pow- 
ers-that-be at (jttawa, which have 
made all the trouble, but nevertheless 
I compliment hlra most cordially upon 
his handling of his case. 

And then, sir, I further desire to 
compliment the Hon., the premier in 
the warmest po.usiljle terms upon the 
magnilicent addresses, which he de- 
livered yesterday in this House, while 
tlie leader of thi^ Sociillsts did him- 
self jiroud ill presenting' his \'iew to tlie 
House. One who Ikik an open ear and 
a receiving- mind must admit after lis- 
tening to the discus'sioii, which li.'is 
jn.st taken jilace lui tlie floor of tliis 
chamber, tiiat the wliole proposition is 
now really up to the government at 
Ottawa. It is now up to the Ottawa 
admini.miation to move in this matter; 
and if the X.atal act had been i)assed 
in this Mouse, when it should have 
been passed, and lu'orc energetic action 
had been taken, the necessity might 
well have not arisen- for what has re- 
cently occurred In my constituency, 
and while it must be admitted, th.-it 
the direct excitinf? cause for that riot 
may have Ijeen due to the J.-qianese 
themselves, nevertheless in tlie main, 
that riot was really con.scTiucnt ujion 
the unfortunate policy ihat iias been 
pursued in ri'g.'ird to tlil.i question by 
tlie autlinrities at Ottawa. (Hear iiear). 
It may be olijeeted that tlie niemliers 
nf tiie Conservative i)arty at Ottawa, 
liave not raised tlii'ir voices on this 
i.'-^sue more strenuousU- than 'tliey have 
done, but what after all lias Ijeen 
said by anybody at Ottawa on this 
ljurning question. 

Firm Action Necessary 

1 am, however, fully persuaded that 
if the Natal Act had been passed as a 
government measure twelve months 
ago, tills issue would have been put np 
to Ottawa fairly and squarely, and wo 
would in that case have oceiiiiied a 
much bolter position than we do to- 
day, for it takes lime to bring- aliout 
great results. AVe have been told wh.at 
the Hon. i\1r. li'ielding did when the 
claimH of his proYlueo ot Nova Scotia 
wore in jeopardy, and that hon. gentle- 
man then obtJiIned something, .and 
why? It was 'simply because hdT took 
firm action. 

The proceedings that were taken 10 
yoiirs ago in New Soutli Wales led to 
important ri?sults, and why'.' Tt was 
tigain simply l.iecauso they took- firm 
al.'tlon. Anri Ihat, sir, is just wiiat we 
sr) much need In this situation, linn 
.'iiid united ac'lion. (Applause.) 
Secession if Necessary 

In tho year 1001 I had tho privilego 
of addressing tho niembcra of this 
house upon the question of better 
terms, and I tlien .said that it 1 had the 
control of public affalr.s In this coun- 
try, the way in which ! would press 
lietter terms would be through the cir- 
culation of petitions by me.'tiiH -of 
every government agency in this jiro- 
vlnce, praying the King to dissolve the 
ties whieli binil us Io Canada unless 
tliey |iay prompt attention to our JiKit 
and' legitimate demands and give us 
fair play. Tho few pungent remarlcs 
wliicli I made on that occasion were 
quoted throughout the mother (•oiinlry, 
and were noticed to siicli an e.vtent 
that the ropre.Hontntive of the Domin- 
ion of t'anada,, Ijoi'd Strathcoiui, In 
f-ifuidoii, answered my statements, and 
said that they re|iresonted the utter- 
ances of one stdltary man, who w;is 
pracllciilly unworlhy of nollt^e. 'I''lioso 
AVfii'ds wcK! not a(.'tnall.^■ used, but the 
terms employed carried that inference. 



But how different, Mr. Speaker, would 
have then been the situation ;,that,

Carrying of Arms 
There is one course, however, Mr. 
Speaker, for this .lapanese invasion 
that niay bo better than tp.king up 
arms against them, and I may say just 
here there is very real danger that 
white men may resort to armed wea- 
pons In the ^ity vyhicli.,, I represent in 
tills house; '';;ihd {it tii^y are - driven in 
self defence; .and', iii -th^ assertion of 
tlieir legitimate' rights to this dh-e ex- 
trehii ty, something will ■ most' assured- 
ly- happen 'that' will .(jall'- the g,rnaze(l 
attoiitioh' Of the ■Whole wide -iyp'rld to 
tho^pretty scbtfe w'hlcli wlU'-.tljeii come 
to" evidence. ,' And I miist' sfiy, iaflr, tiiat 
it Is certainly a pretty j^ardl* thing if 
the' white nien of Canada,,, and if 
Canadians have to siibhiif to be told 
thiit these yellow men can come into 
tlieir country iind carry arms; ljut 
that tliey cannot carry arms (hear, 
liear), and 1 furtlier wish to. tell this 
house, Mr. Speaker, that the white 
men of this country wilt decide for 
themselves wliether they can carry 
arms or not, if these yellow men are 
allowed to carry weapons. 

Suggests a Solution 

But jiossibl.v a satisfactory solution 
of tills (|uestioii can be reached with- 
out a resort to arms, and In this man- 
ner: Tho .Taiianese claim that they 
are in many respects better than we 
are, and I wt)uld make this business 
proposition. We are quite willing to 
pay $1,000 a head for the privilege of 
entering Japan, if you will pay $1,000 
a hea& for the right to come into this 
province. And then, if it bo true that 
they !ire as good men as wo are, they 
are also quite as well able to pay this 
tax. (Applause.) I would, myself, in 
such circumstances, be perfectly will- 
ing to pay $1,000 £0r the privilege of 
takll-ig up my residence in Japan. 
No Faith in Limitation 

A good deal has been said in re- 
spect to placing a limitation upon this 
most ol).iectinnable form of Immigi-a- 
tion, by conliniiig new arrivals to such 
Japanese as have sailed directly from 
that country to our ports. But that 
remed.y. J\Ir. Speaker, would be found 
to be wholly illusor.v (hear, hear). 
There are thousands of these Japanese 
In the Hawaiian islands. Many of 
tlies;> people have alre.'.oy come here, 
and there are thousands more of tiiom 
ixi those islaiuls. Now, tlie shipping 
business is at present in ti somewhat 
dcjjressed condition, and there is 
nothing In the world to prevent those 
thousands from taking passage at a 
very low rate from Honolulu to Japan, 
going on shore, and then coming on 
to this province, upon tho Identical 
ship in which tliey took passage to 
some Japanese port. (Hear, liear.) 

The method of restricting tills most 
undesirable class of immigration hy 
means of confining it to direct .sailings 
from their own countr.v must, conse- 
quently, in my ojiinioii, prove — if it 
is ever tried — an absolute and most 
lainentablo failure. (Applause.) The 
ways of these yellow, people are very 
peculiar, and such a remedy nflist end 
in something worse than a fllzzle. I 
may return, sir, to. this Important siili- 
Ject'a little later, while, the' reply to 
the Speech from the Throne is under 
consideration. 

Mr. Mclnnis Is Sarcastic 

John McInniH, of Grand I'^orks, es- 
sayed at tho outset the sarcastic vein. 

■".rhe laboring men did not i!eel in the 
least slighted, he I'eimirked, beciuse 
no reference was made to them or to 
their position in the speech from the 
throne, as it was altogctlier too far 
from a gener;il election for that. This 
province had been pro.sjierous, but 
w.as now in a state of depression witli 
the result that many were out of em- 
ployment. During tho lasi two general 
elections tlie Blljorals liad loudly pro- 
claimed tli.'it the prosperity wiiicii 
tlien reigned was lai'gcly due to the 
Ottawa giivermnent, but now that di>- 
pressioii liatl arrived not a word came 
from thc^e cliamiiluns of Liberalism 
In regard to where the resijonsibility 
for this panic rested. But if tlie Ot- 
tawa authorities ever bring about 
prfisperity it logically folioweil that 
they were also it'ile to bring aliniit 
de])ros.~'lon. (Hear, liear.) And \vli\' 
tlien liad that -itdministratloii now 
brought calamity upon this coiiiitr.\', 
and wlial justification could these 
gentlemen offer for adopting such a 
policy? (Laughter.) 

Asiatic Question 

The debate had degenerated into ,11- 
tempts to throw the responsibility for 
tlie present position of the 'Asiatic 
question alternately from the shoui- 
[hns of one party to the sh6ulders of 
the otlier party. But as far as the la- 
boring classes were concerned this 
one thing was unqnestipnablo; they 
did not wish to see 'the Asiatics In 
this countipy at ail. The emplo>ing 
class was In reality responsible I'or 
this immigration; In .their desire to se- 
cure cheap laboT*. And these interests 
were largely represented In Ijoth of 
the old parties represented in this 
liouse. . The great value of the prov- 
ince's tlm'ber. resources as an asset 
vvas now retfognls-^ed on all sides. And 
as the priee.^ot' lumber had iiiateri ally 
adviinoed durlngi.the last few;. years he 
could not see, i why the mtllmien' should 
not pay a higher: tax. The province 
should derive a substantial benefl); 
from this wonderful asset. ' \ 
Superannuation Allowances 

In regard to superannuation he cer- 
tainly favored the princliile, which was 
only Just and right, lint It was not 
extended far enough. Tlie time was 
rijio for bringing to the ;itteiitloii of 
the government the fact that hundreds 
of men who had been disabled in In- 
diistrhil operations in this i)roviiico 
had just as strong a claim ujion tlieir 
spirit of generosity and justice as tho 
niemlu^rs of the civil service, tllear, 
lieai'.) He liojied that tin.' governiiient 
would at once turn (ludr attention to 
this matter. \Vliile the niinlii;-; Indus- 
try h,<d been flourishing' in the last 
few months thousands of miner.s had 
been Uild off In the province. 

Policy of Socialists. 

The Socialists Avero often represent- 
ed as being a red-hot lot of :iiiarcliists 
who had no use for the Llritlsli flag, 
etc., but this was a mistake. No one 
I'eall'/ed, in iioint of fact, better t,iaii 
tlie Soclalist.H tlio amount of time and 
of Hufferlng wliicli had hv.cw necessary 
to bring ubout tho conditions which 
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we now enjoyed- And the Socialists 
liad 110 desire wliatever to destroy any 
desiralile institution which the coun- 
try ])osseHSed. Men who were aptive 
members of labor organizations were 
now often refu.sed employment In, this 
province and foreign industrial agents 
wore today In. this province autocratl- 
(•ally diotatliigHtj men who were liv- 
ing under the British flag. American 
methods such as had been employed 
iln; Colorado and in Nevada were be- 
ing Introduced here .with the ob.iect- 
of crushing organlt^ed labor. In Grand 
Porks a foreign corporation was in- 
tlmldatlhg its employes in respect to 
their votes, and men who were born 
here and whose fathers were born in 
this ' country ww'c unable to think for 
thom.selves. This state of things clear- 
ly showed that -something was wrong, 
and explained why patriotism was on 
the wftiiie. 

Granby Company Comes Up. 

Foreign corporations, as a matter of 
fact, paid no attention to the laws of 
this country, and the employes at the 
Oranby mines were even questioned as 
to where they spent their money and 
where they boarded. This state of af- 
fairs was intolerable. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde, tho honorabln 
member, is niukhig certain charKes 
against tho Granby company. Now, 
slr.iln so far as I;am concerned 1 will 
only,bb,to6''.h.ftppy',.tp;asaist him in any 
vvo,y towards having tliese char 
probed. As far as our statistics sliow, 
the Clraiiby iiiliieK- are well conducted, 
and all tho requirements of the law 
arc! Hplendidly obser\'e(l. Anil at the 
nioment I cannot recall during tho 
pa.-ft ye.'i.r finy one Instimee in which a 
coinplatnt ha.s com*! to tlie department 
I rinn any source' with respect to the 
manner In which the wm-kiiiK of these 
,i-nlnea had been inanuged. And If my 



honorable' friend will, during this ses- 
.slon, -write me'-.and' give me some spe- 
cific information - on all these matters; 
1 will be only too glad to see how far; 
the' department will have, to go . to- 
wards correcting these alleged abuses. 

Mr. Mclnnls continued: This com- 
pany 1 did not report all that 
happened; at the mines, Only 
the serious, and not the minor, inci- 
dents were reported, and IE the minis- 
ter of mines would order a careful In- 
vestigation to be made, lie would llnd 
tliat these statements were correct. In 
those mines there, weie ojienlnga from 
200 to 300 I'eet.witle and from 400 to 
500 feet lilgli, in which tliere vvas not a 
single stick of timber. Was tills .show-' 
iim^ compliance willi the laws of this 
country'.' And any einiiloyee of the 
company wlio dared to give any Infor- 
mation respecting these things would 
be at once placed on the black list. Tho 
llrst (luestlona which were asked an 
applicant for work at the Granby 
mines were, where did he board, whero 
did he spend his money J , 
Why Don't Men Act »

Ur. J. W. Yofstoh, of Cariboo, mov- 
ed tho adjournt^ent of the debate.

Mr. Hawthornthwalte of Nanalmo, 
seconded by Mr. Mclnnis of Grand 
Forks, moved the following resolution, 
of which he gave notice at the opening 
of the House:

Whereas, It has .transpired during an 
investigation by the deputy minister 
of labor,. MacKenzia^Klngi acting un- 
der instructions ,(pom . ,t!iie Dominion 
government, into the causes and nature 
of the . extraordinary immigration , of 
Japanese laborers into, this provluce, 
that .the H6n. James -Dfiriamulr,, in' Jftls 
private capacity as an operator ' 6C 
coal mines in this province, had, on or 
about the time of the passage of said 
bill, entered into a contract with the 
Capadian Nippon company nf Van- 
couver to procure 500 Jaiianese coolies

Secondly, it i.-; n.ii.scntlal for us 
to realize that, though the Mother 
Country may have finally to hoar the 
reproaches; or even the hostility, of 
other nations or of our own great de- 
pendency for'aots done by our colonics, 
that is all the more reason wliy we 
should enter .fully Jnto the spirit which 
dictates these" acts, ' -arid that they 
should understand i'bUr/polnt of view. 
At .home here in -Bngland we find it 
nard- tp , oompreheiid ! this . prejudice 
against Oirlehtals. ' We- have no cause 
to fear an incursion from the East; 
and we are inclined to see nothing 
more than trade jealousy in anti-Asi- 
atic riots. It is, however, nomethlng 
more than trade jealousy, as anybody 
knows who has lived In a half-de- 
veloped colony. ■ It may be unroawon- 
ing, but the fact remain.5 that It Is es- 
.sentiaily an instinct of seif-preHerva,- 
tlon on the part of one ideal of civlli/-a- 
tlon faced b.v another very different 
ideal . This is the point of view put 
forward in our columns tliis morning 
by Mr, Grogan and yesterday by Mr. 
Kelly on behalf of Australia. But 
Willie we cannot enter into tlic colonial 
feeling, it Ih cqu.'illy triio that colonials 
entirely fall to appreciate tho no le.is 
important world problems wlilch we 
Jiavo to face. With expanding East- 
ern races, and white races not show- 
ing an eciuall.v swift rate of progrofis 
hut elaimlnfr a larger part of tho globe, 
can this exclusion, even if ii were ad- 
N'lH.'iblo, be maintained indefinitely? 
Thnt ]b the real problem, and one re- 
quiring a genius in statnsmanshl|) not 
merely to solve, b'jt even to envisage 
adequately.

joy the confidence of a Lieutenant- 
Governor if he ventured to misrepres- 
ent the action of that ofhcial. The 
fact that Mr. MpBride has correctly 
stated His Honor's position is shown 
by the fact that he remains premier 
of the province. It ought not to be 
necessary to state such a fundamental 
proposition, but since our contempor- 
ary see^is to think that the bonajldes 
of a statement made on the floor of 
the House by the First Minister in 
regard to an act'done by the' Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, whose mouthpiece he is, 
may be open to question, we have 
felt it only right to point out why it 
must toe accepted as correct. The 
Times makes the question more dif- 
ficult and tho situation infinitely more 
acute. It takes the question out of 
the local arena in one sense,, for it 
is very clear from what it has said, 
provided its statements can be accepted, 
that the Dominion government has a 
duly to perform in the premises. Tho 
Lieutenant-Governor, it seems to us, 
must, have acted In one of three ways^ 
now that the fact that he did not act 
upon the advice of the provincial 
Premier has been made clear. He 
must have acted according to his in- 
structions, or under a misapprehen- 
sion of these instructions or on his 
own responsibility. Seeing that the 
Dominion government has not, as far 
as tho public is aware, exhibited the 
slightest interest In the matter, the 
prima facie 'aspect of the case is that 
what he did was fully acceptable • to 
that government. If this Is the case, 
then Mr. Macdonald as leader oi; the 
party, Which acts in Sympathy with 
the Ottawa government, and the 
Times, whicli Is the organ of a member 
of the Ottawa cabinet, ought to bo 
found defending His Honor. Rut they 
do not undertake to defend him; 
they take the opposite course, and the 
Times has gone .so far as to call for 
his vacation of his office. Certainly 
the Lieutenant-Governor has been 
placed in an exceedingly difllcult po- 
sition by tho papers supporting the 
Dominion government and by - the 
leaders of the Liberal 'party In' -the 
province. They have placed him in 
an attitude, which, if it is the correct 
one, is absolutely untenable, namely 
that of a representative of the Crown, 
who has acted without the advice of 
a provincial ministry or without in- 
structions from the federal govern- 
ment. The gravity of the issue thus 
raised cannot be exaggerated; but we 
draw attention to the fact tliat it ha.s 
not arisen out of anything which Mr. 
McBride, or tlie Colonist or any of the 
Conservative press of British Colum- 
bia has said, but solely from the eager- 
ness of the Liberal party to mako a 
poir^t agYiinst Mr. MeBrldc. As the 
matter now stands, it is due to the 
public that there should be a prompt 
and. authoritative , statement of the 
facts by the Dominion government. If 
we are to preserve the semblance of 
Constitutional government wo must be 
Informed In the fullest possibly Way 
by what authority* the Royal assent 
was reserved. This question must bo 
answered: Did the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor act according to his instructions?

One of them is exemption 
from arrest on civil proce,ss; another 
is tho right to prevent what they say 
from being reported • in the public 
press, or for that matter being heard 
b.v any one not a member or a servant 
of th</House- Thus any member may 
clear the legislative chamber of all but 
the members and its officers simply by 
mentioning to the .Mi. Speaker that 
there are strangers In tho galleries or 
elsewhere within the aacred ' precincts. 
It forthwith becomes the di5ty of tho 
Sergeant- at-Arms to clear the galler- 
ies and every other part of the build- 
ing from which what is transpiring in 
the chamber can be heard. Even the 
officers of the House may be ordered 
from the ch.-nnl)ei-. Members rise 
to "(luestiims of privilege" only 
v,-hen tliey arc mlsreported, bi,t they 
would have just as good a riglit to do 
so it th.ey are reiHirttU accurately. 
But an Alilerman has no such right. 
No fiuc.stliiii of privilege- can pu.ssilily 
nrj»c anywiiere out.sidc u[ a parlia- 
mentary body, by whatsoever name it 
may be called. The City Council is 
not a. parliamentary body.

entire Aslatlo.^baSlh.i; cyv^e ^ m deplore 
the vulgarity wiiicli pf ten characterizes 
the spor.adlc outbursts of a great arid 
growing sense of; menace, and the con- 
comitants of these outbursts certainly 
lend color to such simple explanations 
as satisfy your Corre.-ipondent. 

But tho.sG of us who dwell from time 
to time upon tliat sea-inena<'ed shore

llnltlori by free peoples 'of their variotis 
spheres for colonizing activity, There 
i.s a precedent for this in tho agreoment 
among tho European powers as lo 
their African zones of activity.. 

In fact, sucli a eonforenco would 
merely have to deal with and co-ordin- 
ate existing precedents with a view to 
the standardization and possllilo ela- 
boration of the best.

Death of E. B. Earles.— Mr. E. B.

Earles came to tills country in 18G2, 
from Canada, and always took un ac- 
tive part in the public, afft^irs'- of th'e 
colony. . " . 




Tlio late Bishop Wllberforce's suc- 
cessor at Chichester — the 'Very Rev. 
Charles John Ridgoway, M.A., Dean of 
Carlisle — is an "old boy" of St. Paul's 
school, and is very well known to Lon- 
doners. \Vhile vicar of Christ church, 
Lancaster-gate, wliere lie succeeded Dr. 
Boyd Carpenter, he was so popular 
that his huge hospital collections there 
exceeded for years those of any other 
London church. For twenty-one years 
he labored at Christ Church, and it 
was only two years ago that he was 
appointed Dean of Carlisle. His pre- 
sent preferment is not the only epis- 
copal honor bestowed upon his family, 
a brother. Dr. Frederick Ridgeway, 
having been Scottish Episcopal Dean 
of Glasgow, vacating the office for tho 
vicarate of St. Petgr's,., Cranley-gar-, 
dens, vvhfihtfe he >vas raised to^ the 
Bishopric of Kensington In 1901. A 
third distinguished brother is Sir Jo- 
seph 'West Rdgeway, formerly Gover- 
nor of Ceylon. 

Lord Acton, to whom a son and heir 
was born tho other day, is the second 
baron, his father having been tlie dis- 
tinguished historian and lord-in-wait- 
ing to Queen 'O'leCoria. , The present 
peer, although only thirty-seven, has 
had a varied diplomatic career, and 
has seen seryjce'.at Berlin, Vlehna, 
Berne, and Madrid. He Is an accom- 
plished man, arid inherits a good deal 
of his father's love of letters. Lord 
Acton descends from one of the oldest 
English Ro'iiian houses; -wlille throuvjh 
his mother, who before her marriage 
was the Countess Marie Arco- Valley, 
he is allied to \-arinus noUie German 
families. Curiously eijougli, most of 
Lord Acton's ancestors brougiit their 
brides from abroad. 

Lord Acton is a fine lingui.st, and In 
this connection an amusing iniidont 
occurred during his first term of office 
as lord-in-waiting to tlie King. It was 
onfc day discovered that no member of 
his Majestj-'s entourage could write 
German really well except Lord Acton, 
who lias a perfect knowledge of that 
language. So until someone else could 
be found, his lordship acted as Gorman 
amanuensis to the King. Tho late peer, 
also, was a first-rate German scholar, 
a fact which greatly pleased Queen 
Victoria. ' 

The new Lord I-Iotham succeed.'! to a 
title which, curious to relate, has never 
yet descended from father to son, al- 
though it was first bestowed as long 
igo as 1797. His lordship was, until 
last week, Mr. Frederick William Hot- 
ham, of West Hill Park, i'\areham — a 
:ousin of the deceased peer. The Hot- 
lams are descended from Sir John 
llotham, .a Parliamentary commander 
•A'ho was beheaded becuise he was dis- 
vered to Ije in corrcs])ondence with 
the Royalists. Then followed nine Hot- 
h;im baronets; and on the tenth baro- 
net. Admiral Sif William Hotham, the 
barony was conferred for his disting- 
uished services In beating the Frencii 
so decisively In the action o? Marcli 
14th, 1795. The second' Lord Hotham 
was a Baron of the .Exchequer; the 
third was the general who fought at 
■Waterloo, and lived to sit In parlia- 
ment for elght-and-forty years; the 
fourth was the peer who died last week 
at the age of sixty-nine. 

Now comes the strange absence of 
direct heirs ti this notable barony. The 
late peer wa^ the fourth of the line to 
die unmarried., Sometimes the family 
honors have devolved upon fairly dis- 
tant kinsmen. In the case^ of the third 
Lord Hotham, the title passed to his 
nephew, and In other instances the 
pros))octive heirs have died either pro- 
iiiattn-ely "r unmarried. 'J'Ik; dec(?ased 
baron had no fewer than three older 
brotiiors who died .at curly ages, while 
the fourth, who succeeded his uncle in 
1,S70, survived only two years. The 
now Lord llotham enters into tlie pos- 
session of :;0,(!(IO acn-H .-md two fine 
family mansions, In one which is 
the famous portrait of iMrs. Sldclons as 
she appeared in Tho Fatal Jlarriage. 

Little Earl Grosvenor, who has just 
attained his third year, will soon lie old 
enough to learn the joyful news that 
ho will some day I)0 one of the greatest 
ground-landlords In London, for lie is 
iieir w all tlie I'ahtdous iiossesions of 
the Duko of Westminster. ShnlliD- In- 
formation liiis already been iiiquiited 
to tho Manpils of Tavlstoi-k, thu Dul-re 
of Bedford's ninoteen-yoar-old heir; 
and other fortunate London >-oung- 
sters with dazzling prospects ai-e tho 
four-year-old son of Viscount Clielsea 
and eventualvhelp to his grandfather. 
Earl Gdao'gan;- rand LoJ-fl Stavordalc, 
son of the-iSarl.'of Iloheatfer. ;'- 

Equally enviable are the expecta- 
tions of the baby s6n' of the Barl of 
llchester. Two. years, ago iKIn^ ' .Ed- 
ward stood sponsor at,. tho chrlsteriing 
of this infant with tho proverbial s- 
ver spoon in his mouth. Little Lui,i 
Stavorrtale will own inniieiiHi- c'it.-acs 
li> Kensington, two great house •;4 in 
Dorsotshire, and a2,000 acres in various

SPiirit of Diaz Will Live 
"With tlie most beautiful climate in 
the world, Mexico iiad iJie most per- 
fect laws, which were fairly enacted, 
and the best men at the head of tlie 
govermm-nt. Some jicople iiad a fear 
tnat there would be chao.i after the 
death of Presidtiit Diaz, but that was 
ridiculous. There was now no reas 11 
for a revolution, as he had educated 
the pi-ople to love peace and to bee 
the wonderful possibilities of the 
country. Diaz was a mervelous man, 
witn the beat Judgment and best busi- 
ness, as well as being the straightrfst 
man th6 speaker had ev6r met. The 
remarkable growth Of the country in 
the past 30 years re.ad like n romance. 
Foreign trade iiad increased from .'hi 
millions to 23!) millions; foreign in- 
vestments from ?.-)00,000 to $1,400,000 - 
000. There wen; luiw l-lpOOO miles of 
railroad as against 3-10 in l.STO, and the 
value of the iir<Hluctlon of iirei. ions 
metals luul increased from 20 millions 
to 100 mirilmis of dollars. 'I'he govern- 
ment last year had expendeii $83,000,- 
OOij, and Its surnliis anmunted to $12,- 
000,000, while $100,000 000 wore being 
exiiended in public Improvemonta in 
Mexico City. Mexico wD^ld rival Paris, 
and Its 112,000,000 tae^tr«.w<lUld far 
excel tne opera house of Paris. The 
spirit of Diaz would live after hlin, for 
he was surrounded by a coterie of most 
capable men to follow hini. Including 
the vice-president, Senor Ramon Cor- 
ral, and the minister of finance, Senor 
.lose M. Llmantour * 
Of Advantago to England 
Mr. Stillwell thien , SPOkE! of his own 
enterprise, which he said was of great 
Importance to England . as It would 
bring Australia and New Zealand five 
days nearer London than before. The 
corporation, he said, was controlled by 
Englishmen, who formed a llnanco 
committee, and this had Liccn done on 
hlB own initiative as he had always in 
his career found in Ijondon tlie fairest, 
squarest bankers, who iiever wanted 
to play a trick on anyone. He had 
never known an ISiigllshman to break 
his word and never had iiad a request 
from 'o'tie to he let In on the ground 
fioor to the disadvantage of his friends. 
The Mexican government neVer allow- 
ed any temporary work ori railroad/ 
construction. and . never .allowed. , tho 
operatlbh 'bfr^ a''. road, until' evei^ 
was counted and'it.thorbugh Irispeetloji' 
made of everv lirldge and culvert. 
Thero was a law by which If n land- 
owner set a Jiigli price on property re- 
quired for right-of-way and tha,com- 
pnnv oblocted, the matter wont tb iir- 
Ijltratlon, If It were found, that the 



land was of ■ the value sot on It by the 
owner the company had to pay, but 
tlie f^ssessment rolls were, searched, 
and If the land' had beeii returned at 
a lower valuation to the assessor, the 
owner was compelled to pay taxes for 
the preceding live years at the higher 
valuation. The result In the case of 
his company had been that the right- 
oi-wav had been obtained by hla com- 
pany 'for $39 000. Mr. Stillwell dwelt 
bneily o»^^^the" ricli mineral country and 
pine forest-s through wlilcli his road 
pa^ised, and 'predicted a groat fncrcaso 
in the trade of the Pacllic coast as a 
result of the enterprise. 



Mexican- Carries' His Money ' 

Almost any Mexican -In professional 
or business life carries on his person 
aiiywliere between $200 and $800. Even 
the poor Indian In his blanket can 
more than likely produce more thJ-n 
many foreigners. 

The ordinary Jtlexican professional 
man will be found to carry .uums of 
money on his person that would sur- 
lirlse tho ordinary traveler and even 
cause him worry were he forced to 
carry it with him, yet the Mexican 
never even thinlts of it. 

It was but a few days ago that an 
Instance of this kind was brought to 
attention. One Alexlean .of the middle 
class asked another "in a casual way 
if he could change a thousand dollar 
bill. The other pulled out a wallet 
from his Inside pocket and counted out 
nearly $2000. Time after time this has 
happened, and it seems no uncommon 
thing for a Mexican of tho middle class 
to carry between 1,000 and 2,000 pesos 
on his person. 

The check idea seems to have talcen 
but pmall hold as yet upon tho citi- 
zens of Jloxico, especially when .small 
amounts of less thnn $1,000 are con- 
cerned. They consider it much easier 
to pay spot cash than to give a check 
for amounts of .$50 and $100, and -thpy 
claim, with, some amount of r'eason, 
that a busltiess deal can be put 
through with better advantage when 
the cash is In sight. 

Even the Indian In the street carries 
amounts of cash that would never be 
supposed to be In hl.s posse.islon, They 
cari-j- their money in a leather belt, 
fastened around their bodies ■ inside 
their trousers. These belts are hollow 
and are open at one end. Into tho 
open end the Indian slips ids peso.s or 
bills until he lias the whole full. The 
belt then l.s either taken off and 1-id- 
den away or the bills are changed for 
larger denominations and still carried 
around the body. But tho Indian is a 
stickler for "pesos duros," and jire- 
fer them, to any .other class of money 
except gold. 

To the Indian pioney Is money, and 
a bank l.iook stands for nothing in hts 
way of reckoning. A check he will 
not aeceiit ntiiier any circumstances, 
because he does not uiider.«t.-ind It. A 
coin or jiaper currency is what he is 
after, and tliat is what he k(>cns h's 
hands on when he gets it, — ;\lexlcan 
Herald.

The bill Is designed to 
give the provincial government the 
right to render any railway or railway 
C-Mtcnsion exempt from taxation for 
ton years. 

Tlie policy of the government in the 
past has been to refuse to grant any 
boniises or lanVl grants to railways 
and. since the present government has 
been Installed In power .to ,thls resolu- 
tion .th6y',.Have steafllly aah6re0i 

By the terms of the act wHIch will 
shortly be given effect to, the govern- 
ment will bo al)lc to assist railways 
whleli are built with a bonatlde in- 
tent to iis.si.st the development of new 
portions of the iirovinec. 

There are ccrtainl.v new lines which 
are peculiarly designed to .open up 
now sections of the province. These 
are regarded as de.'^ervlng, and under 
tlie umeiulnienl to the act the logical 
le.c;isiaturo will be enabled to exempt 
thoni from taxation. On the otlier 
hand, the exemption la not made gen- 
oral. When a line Is a prollt earner 
from tlje very .'stt^rt, the government 
will lie able to discriminate and the 
revenue of the proVince in this way 
will not 'be mulcted.

BRIDGEMAN VS. HEPBURN 
,pMESjyN.Ai?PEAL 

Judgment .is .Reserved— Dis- 
pute on an Easement- 
Dog Fight in Court ■ 

Brldgeman ,.vs. ..Hepbiirn, an appeal 
whose Issue Is awaited, with interest 
by the real estate fraternltyj ^wa3 ar- 
gued yesterday before the court of ap- 
peal; consisting of the chief justice and 
Justices Morrison and Clement. The 
appeal is taken from a decision of Mr. 
Justice Irving, who gave judgment for 
the defendant. B. V. Bodwell, K. C, 
appeared for the appellant, and A. P. 
Luxton, IC. C, for the respondent. R- 
T. Elliot, K. C, who argued the de- 
fendant's case In the trial, was pres- 
ent, but did not take part in the argu- 
ments. 

The facts briefly are that last April 
Mr. Hepburn owned four pieces of 
property covered with a blanket mort- 
gage in favor of the FInlayson estate 
for which A. W. Jones was agent and 
trustee. This mortgage was past due, 
and the mortgagees were about to sell 
the property under their power of sale. 
At this juncture the dofend.ant came to 
j\fi-. ijridgeman and asked hini If ho 
could raise the money to. lift the mort- 
gage. The latter, said he would do 
what he b'b'tlfd' in fh"e 'few ~ days left, 
and laid the matter before Thomas 
Meredith, to. whom he showed the 
property. ^ Th;e ■ latter through Mr. 
Brldgeman made Mr. Hepburn a prop- 
osition by which he would advance the 
money ueecisary provided he wore 
given a lialf interest in the equity of 
redemption, and would allow three 
years in which tlie money might be 
paid oft. The defendant practically 
agreed to accept this proposition, but 
the deal linally fell through on a ciues- 
tlon of bonus money. Meanwhile Air. 
Meredith saw his banker in regard to 
tlie financial end of the deal, who sug- 
gested that a better way of linancing 
it might be devised, and to this end in- 
troilueed him to Col. Jones as repre- 
senting the mortgagees. After a while 
some of the property was sold off, 'and 
Hepburn a.sked Brldgeman to try and 
get "his man," namely, Meredith, to 
buy the Lighthouse saloon property 
and the old Prince of 'W.ales property, 
tlie two pieces left, for $60,000. This 
priiposltion wa.s turned down, but 
later, finding that negotiations were 
proceeding through Col. Jones, at Mr. 
Meredith's request, the plaintiff enter- 
ed into arrangements for borrowing 
part of the purchase money, though 
ills arrangements were not finally 
taken advantage' of: Before the $56,- 
000 olfer was made; Mr. Meredith had 
spoken to Col.' Jones- about what the 
property ., could .be bought for, and 
eventually a deal Was put through by 
which $50;00l)'was pt^iA for the prop- 
erty. 

Mr. Justice Irving held in effect that 
the plaintiff was not entitled to suc- 
ceed because he had not obtained the 
price he waa authorized to ask for the 
property- 
Mr. Bodwell yesterday argued, and 
quoted authorities to show that where 
the buyer and seller ,have been brought 
together' by the agent, and that Intro- 
eduction is the effective cause of the 
sale, the agent has earned his com- 
mission, whether he personally corn- 
pletes the sale or not. And further 
that the fact that the property Is sold 
for a lower than the quoted price is 
not a bar to collecting commission, 
taeeaucc the price originally given Is 
only to be considered a basis for nego- 
tlaiioiis, and only prevents the agent 
from accepting a lower offer without 
again consulting his principal. 

Ho stated that If this Judgment were 
allowed to stand, the real estate men 
might as well go out of business, .as 
once he had Introduced his purchaser 
to the owner he would be powerless to 
protect himself. 

For the respondent Mr. Luxton ar- 
gued that" Brldgeman was only Ilej)- 
burn's agent for the purpose of pro- 
curing the loan, which he failed to do. 
Subsequently he received a special 
authorization to make a sale at a 
specified price within a given time, 
which he failed to do. He contended 
that the evidence showed that Col 
Jonos was appointed Hepburn's agent 
for the purpose of a .sale before Mr, 
Brldgeman I and that he negotiated and 
closed the deal. He was proceeding to 
review the evidence at lengtli when 
the chief justice remarked: 

"The law is absolutely settled, and it 
depends entirely on the facts. If it 
was a special hiring the defendant 
succeeds, and if it is a general one the 
plaintiff succeeds. AVe will have to 
read all this evidence anyhow, and it 
does not seem neeessar.v for counsel to 
take the trouble to go through It all 
now in a disconnected manner." 

In a brief repl.\- .Mr- Bo<lweU said 
that if the trial judge had decided the 
law as just enunciated by the chief 
justice, the plaintltr would have got a 
verdict. He said that the learned 
Judge had held with him on the facts, 
but against him on the law. 

Their lord.sliijis reserved judgment. 
Gray vs. Daniels. 

The next (;ase argued was that of 
Gray vs. Danlel.s, which turns on 
■whether water ilischarged over private 
property from a ditch constructed by 
statutory authority to drain a high- 
way can be considered an casement. It 
appears that the land affected was 
sold under an agreement which con- 
tained a clause providing that the 
agreement might bo vacated If It 
should be found that any easement ex- 
isted. Harold Robertson, appealing 
on behalf of the plaintiff from a deci- 
sion of the chief justice's, stated that 
this property Is situated in what Is 
now North Saanich, and that the prop- 
erty is skirted by a highway. In or- 
der to drain the road a ditch had been 
dug which went onto the land iki 
question for a few feet, and then dis- 
charged the water "brbadcadt 'over the 
land. This had been going on for ovei* 
20 years. With the result that an ease- 
ment' had been . created by prescrip- 
tion in favor of the municipality of 
Saanich., Until a, few years ago the 
road had' belonged to the crown, 
against whom, of course, suit cannot 
bo brought, but a wall or other ob- 
struction could have been raised to 
keep out the water. This had not been 
done, and so an ea.^ement had accrued. 

For tho respondent W. J. Taylor K. 
C, argued that acquiescence was tho 
underlying i)rlnelple in nil casement, 
and that no man could be held to 
have acquiesced in something that he 
could not i)rcvent. During tho whole 
period mentioned statutory powers had 
been vested in the government, enab- 
ling It to enter upon adjacent lands 
and dig ditches necessary to drain 
highways. When tho municipality 
wuH formed It acquired the possession 
of tho roads, though not tho fee, and 
an analogous right after paying dam- 
ages. Thus It had never been in tho 
power of the owner of the land to take 
any stops, so no easement could arise. 



Judgment Was Reserved. 

The only case left on the full court 
list is Klrkland vs. , Brown, an -action 
wherein two Atlin men " are fighting 
over tho possession of a dog, valued, 
it is understood, at $35. This will be 
heard today. Tho judgment in the 
case of Myers vs. Tytler, which was 
recently argued before tho full court, 
will also be delivered today.

TO MAKE A UNIFORM 
TAX ON_COAL MINED 

A Government Measure Has 
Been Introduced by Hon. 
R, G. Tatlow 



The first reading of a bill to amend 

the Coal mines act has been brought 
down by special messagi! at a session 
of the house and read a first time yes- 
terday. It Will come up for its second 
reading today. It is an Important 
measure. 

The bill is one which makes the coal 
regulations uniform throughout the 
province. For some time past those 
have not been exactly similar. The 
regulations with regard to tax and 
royalty are not the same. For in- 
stance at the mines of the Crow's 
Nest Pass Co., the governmental 
charges amount to 5 cents per ton tax 
on all coal mined and 5 per cent royal- 
ty. 

Under the laws of the province 
there are certain holdings the usufruct 
of which is enjoyed frcSe of all royal- 
ties. 

The measure which is t6 be In- 
troduced by the provlifolal government 
will do away with iall enabling legisla- 
tion and will leave to the province the 
right to inipose such taxes as it sees 
at. 

Tho measure is especially important 
in view of tho development of the 
various coal measures of the province. 
Tho numerous new grants which have 
been made recently and tho move to 
develop others not only on Vancouver 
island, and throughout tho J3. & N., 
land grant, but also on the main- 
land will doubtless receive an im- 
petus. With all coal measures in the 
province placed upon tho same footing, 
the revenue of tho province will 
doubtless ultimately bo greatly aug- 
mented.

CHINESE BOYS STILL 
UNBER OLD DISABILITK 

Full Court Dismsises Appeal 
From Decision of Mr. 
J^ustice Irving 



The full court, consisting of .Tusticos 
Martin, Morrison, and,, Clement, yester- 
day dismissed the-appeal-jln' the case 
of Lee Wing vs, -Baton, where counsel 
for the plaintiff was seeking to obtain I 
a writ of mandamus compelling the' 
school trustees to admit a Chinese boy j 
to the public schools of Victoria. This 
decision, while in a sense a victory 
for the trustees, does not really In any 
way advance tho settlement of the, 
question as to whether school children 
who cannot speak English have a right' 
to go to the public schools. 

The court dismissed the application 
on the ground that there was nothing 
in the affidavit before them to show 
that the father of the applicant was .a 
resident of Victoria or whether the 
child himself lived in the city. Tho af- 
fidavit, whitch wa.s made in Chilliwack, 
merely recited that the boy came hero 
from China and a few days afterwards 
made application to bo admitted to the' 
school and was refused. Fred Peters,; 
K, C, for the plaintiff, stated that In; 
point of fact all parties reside 'in Vic-- 
toria, though the father happened to 
bo working in Chilliwack at the time 
ho swoi»e to the affidavit; the child 
remaining in Victoria, in tho custody 
qf his uncle Mr. Justice Maitiin 
said that, of course, the court did not 
doubt that what counsel said was 
strictly accurate, but they could only 
act upon the facts before thorn, which 
were not sufficient to give him a 
standing in court. Mr. Justice Clem- 
ent remarked that the dismissal of the 
appeal would not in any -way pre- 
judice any other steps he might wish 
to take. 

The first application for a manda- 
mus came up before Mr. Justice Irving 
and was refused on the ground that 
tho st;itute provided that an appeal 
from a decision of the board of trus- 
tees should bo taken to the council of 
public instruction, wlilch Is identical 
with the executive council. Mr. Peters 
contended that this appeal was provid- 
ed for and only 'open to .teachers anu 
others^ in the employ of .. the ' school 
board. In .any ^vent staoh an appeal 
would under the existing! circum- 
stancea,.'be obviously futile, and a Ju- 
dicial decision was necessary. His 
position was that there was a legal 
right of which the plaintiff had been 
deprived and he was entitled to coma 
to the court and ask that It be en- 
forced. This request the learned judge 
had refused, and he asked tho court 
to give a ruling on this point without 
going Into the merit.?, wlilch could be 
subsequently threshed out before the 
Judge . This the court declined to do, 
considering that if there was not suf- 
ficient material to enable them to in- 
quire thoroughly into the whole n-iat- 
ter, they should not take it up at all. 
Deputy Attorney-General McLean rep- 
resented the Crown ,but was not called 
upon by the court . 

Thl.q litigation tirose out of a resolu- 
tion passed by the board of school 
trustee? just prior to the opening of 
the fall term, denying the schools to; 
children ^^vho ' did not undersand 
enotigh English to make thetn amen- 
able to school discipline. This course 
was adopted because the schools',, al- 
ready crowded with scholars, were 
threatened with an influx of Chinese 
children and boys entirely ignorant of 
,the language, many - of whom the, 
trustees' believed to' be.,meirely going: 
to attend schoolifor a year In order to 
qualify ■ for a return of the head tax 
us a bona fide student , 

Loo Wing himself Is but a child 
and there are some fourteen other 
Chinese children In the same position 
There were, however, a large number 
of ether Chinese applicants who were 
refused admission at tlie same time 



OWL DEL EGATE S RETURN 

Local Representatives at Annual Con- 
vention of Order Cordially Treat- 
ed in American City 

R. J. Gow, of the local order of tho 
Brotherhood of Owls, returned yester- 
day from Portland, whore in company 
with J. H. :McConnell he has been rep- 
resenting the local order at the inter- 
national annual meeting of the order 
in session in that city. 

Mr. Go-iv states that the visitors were 
elaborately entertained by their Am- 
erican brethren, hospitality being dis- 
pensed -n-ith a lavish h^-nd. The con- 
vention lasted for three days from 
January 15 to 18, inclusive, but the 
Victoria delegates were gone for about 
a week. 

Mr. Goiv states that the most impor- 
tant features of the business transact- 
ed -was almost a complete change in 
the constitution, the election of a new 
grand executive, the highest honor in 
the gift of tho brotherhood, in the per- 
son of Gus C. Moser, of Portland, and 
the selection of Vancouver as the next 
place of meeting.

been admired and Greek art shtiws us 
that the ideal of tlie perfection of 
womanly bc-auly has not greatly 
changed wltli the centuries. 

Vet those to wliom It has not been 
given 10 merit the poet's descriptian of 
a "Daughler of the gods, divinely tall 
and most divinely fair" may console 
Ihemselves wltli the thought that 
manv eminent wcmien have not been 
distinguished either for their beauty 
or their stature.

Of tlie necessity of women throwin 
their influence on the side of in 
tegrity and honor in public life there 
cannot be two opinions. It would bo 
a thousand times better for women to 
refrain from engaging in public life 
than that In the very slightest degree 
their influence and their actions 
should depart from the very highest 
standard of political rectitude. That, 
in the sense in which the word is of 
ten used women should ever beciuiie 
"politicians" would be most deploi 
11 bio. The (dosing words of Miss 
riel(;n ricid, w ho seconded the vote of 
tliank.s ;o th(.> si)e,-ikor, are worthy of a 
seeoiiil readin.g: 

"After all is snid and done, a, coun- 
try's UTist \-alual,)le nssid is the ch.-ir- 
acter of its men .and women and the 
judgment of tlie ages will he given not 
in faviu- of the n.atiiui. wliiidi is fir.st in 
the i-ai.'e for wealth and material pros- 
perity, but to the one which can cn- 
rfdl on its lists names synonymous 
with high thinking, clean and strong 
living and ser-ving.

I following method which is adopted in 
; Tasmania may be of interest to tho.se 
I whose duty it Is to see that the school- 
I rooms arc kept clean: 
I School cleaning is put on a sj-stem- 
j atlc and direct basis in T.asmania. thjit 
being regarded as a most important 
] matter both from a hygienic .as well as 
j educational standiioini;, The method 1.^ 
j as I'oilnws: .Sawdust, damped with a 
solution of o^■lin (one of the best car- 
bolic preparations) or phetiyle, is scat- 
tered over the floors before sweeping, 
'and afterwards the sawdust and ac- 
1 cumulated dirt arc burnt. Tills is done 
I after school liours every day, and then 
I desks, presses and other furniture are 
1 wiped over with dusters wrung out in 
a solution of either of the above men- 
tioned disinfectants. 
In addition. In each vacation all the 
! floors, desks and paintwork are tlior- 
j ouglily scrubbed and the walls above 
I the paint are cleaned. It is already 
i found that the training of the children 
tlieuisidves In matters of hygiene Is 
important, for tlioy arc quick to learn' 
and ujipreciate the value of fresh air j 
and cleanliness in schools and there la- 
no doubt the sense so developed will 
bo exercised in their homes.

CAN ANIIVIALS_SEE COLORS | 

That animals can iierceive colors Isj 
questioned by 13r. Dahl, the famous! 
German naturalist. He shows by liisj 
cxi)eriments that the claim of some; 
authors that the animals do not really 
percch-o colors is not justified by the 
facts. Hveu among the skeptics there 
aro few who would (incstion the effect j 
of red upon a bull, and insects are al- j 
so attracted by it, thougli it docs not' 
rouse in them such a pugnacious 
spirit, 

A bumble bee will follow and hover 
over a red gown or narasid in the most 
persistent fashion alighting if the op- 
portunity is given liini, and showing 
the greatest interest. Tlie supposlti.on 
that the sense of color is ijossessed In 
a high degree by animals, and e.s])e- 
claliy by birds, furiiislied a basis for 
some of the most beautiful of the Dar- 
winist doubts that the brilliant col- 
ors of the male birds of sonic stiecies 
.are destined to attract the attention 
of the female birds, and this presup- 
poses naturally on the part of these 
births a fine sense of color. 

Wallace has ;issorted that to the 
fact that certain plants b(!ar fruit (jf 
brilliant colors is due their preserva- 
tion; the animals, attracted by these 
colors, break the fruits from the trees 
or plants, carry them off, and thus in- 
directly- assist In the dissemination ot 
the seeds which they contain over 
large tracts of land. And this fune- 
tloo of selection on tlie part of animal.'j 
presup])oses in them a certain sense 
of color. .Still, scientific documents in 
support of these suppositions are rare. 

Dr. Dalil, alluding to the scarcity of 
them in Ids arti(de, relates some inter- 
esting cxperimeiits which lie uiaih^ 
with a monkc.\-. lie colored souk; 
sweets with a certain colored dye, and 
some bitter substances with th.^.t of 
another color, and declares that after 
a few attempts the monkey learned to 
leave, without even tasting, those ar- 
ticles of food vvhich were colored with 
the dye and which Indicated liitter 
tasting substances, and seized at once 
upon those which indicated sweets. 

'Varying the experiments sufficiently 
he found that the monkey distinguish- 
ed ail the different colors readily, save 
only dark blue. Dr. Dalil calls atten- 
tion to the fact that Mayer has stated 
that many savage tribes can not dis- 
tlngudsh dark blue from black, and that 
even children distinguish this color 
later than all others.

Local Lacrosse Magnates Are 
Pleased With the Six-Club 
League Scheme . 
< 

President Matt Barr's jn-oposal to 
form a slx-olub senior lacrosse league 
in this province composed of teams 
from Vancouver, New AVestminstcr 
and Victoria, has created enthusiasm 
among the local lacrosse fans here, 
and it is probabio that a concerted ef- 
fort will be made to again have the 
Capita! city represented by a lacrosse 
team that will not only be a credit to 
Victoria but will place this city in the 
forefront as a great lacrosse centre. 

A phase of tho question that has 
not as yet been mentioned and which 
may effect the local club more than 
any other is the professional status of 
the teams on the mainland. All ot the 
teams comprising tho league last sea- 
son were profeasionalizcd by tho C. 
A. A. U. as a result ot having played 
with the Tequmaebs, the crack To- 
ronto team from the Eastern Lacrosne 
association, and while they Ignore the 
ruling of that body It Is an open queB.a 
tion if the local officials will not con- 
sider this, a drawback to their enter- 
ing the proposed combination. The 
present 'Victoria team have always 
sailed under th? colors of amateurs 
and a prominent official stated today 
that this departure might not meet 
with the approval of those who had 
the Interest of the game at heart in 
this city. 

Another official stated, however, 
that one solution of tKts difficulty and 
one that he would strongly advise at 
this time would he the forpjatlon of an 
out and out professional team to enter 
the proposed n^w league providing the 
league olifbs were wllllngr to hecome 
professional an<S that this. club should 
be organized on a solid footing -with 
a strong financial Backing. If this 
could be managed he said the manage- 
ment could Import players and form a 
team that would probahly have a fair 
opportunity of competing successfully 
with tho other teams and one that 
would arouse the dormant interest in 
the public. It was his opinion that the 
importation of players was the best 
possible method of getting a winning 
team and the only one that had suc- 
ceeded in the pft9t In wlnnlnii matches 
and in drawing big crowds to the 
scheduled grames. 

Rev. W. W. Bolton, who Is one ot 
the most enthusiastic lacrosse clevoU0ii 
In the city and had held the presi- 
dency of the local club for a nuinher 
of years, resigning that position ' In 
1906, said today that. he thought the 
idea was a good one and would do 
much to place the team on a. plane 
where it would bo able not only to 
compote successfully with the other 
teams in a senior league but to also 
command the patronage of tlio public. 
.Mr. Bolton concluded; "If tho New 
Westminster club will do wliat is 
gcsted by President Barr, divide their 
team into two, it would bo a eom- 
mendablo action and would do mucl 
toward the ui>-bullding of tho game in 
this province further than that as a 
result of this the local team would b 
able to give the other teams -In the 
league an argument and would li.'ive 
an opportunity of winning the cham- 
pionship. The idea is a good one." 

Beforring to the pos.slble profession 
allzing of the team through the ola.v 
Ing against the mainland te;ims whom 
the C. A. A. U. had professionalised, 
.Mr. Bolton was of the opinion that It 
was left to tho league officials to 
whether this body should lie reco 
nlzod or not. None of the players had 
as yet been proved professionals, lie 
regarded an out and out iirofe.s.-jlonai 
league as unfeasible, but if it were 
within the range of possibilities he 
thought that amateurs should be per- 
mitted to play with professionals with- 
out losing their standing. 

W. R. Brown, who has been Intim- 
ately connected with the great national 
game for years In various capacities 
regretted that tho giimo had deterior- 
ated in the city. lie thought that 
something should be done to again re- 
store Interest and have the capital rep- 
resented by a strong aggregation. He 
doubted, however, if the city could, 
i even with the proposed schedule and 
' the division of the Now Westminster 
team, hope to produce a team that 
could wlp matches against the teams 
as constituted. The playing strength 
of the locals then would be apt to be 
inferior to the lineup of some of the 
Vancouver teams and both of the Roy- 
al City teams. He was strongly In fa- 
vor of an put and out professional 
lean-i as Victoria had never been suc- 
cessful in v\?lnning with home brews 
aa the city was not a brooding ground 
for lacrosse players. lie was, how- 
ever. In favor of the amateur and pro- 
fessionahs intermingling If this policy 
should be adopted withniit the former 
suffering. Ho was anxious to see the 
game take the place that it was en- 
titled to ill this city as the national 
.game of liic Dominion. 

Other olllclais that were seen were 
unanimous in the belief that It tlje 



proposed scheme were brought to a 
succeaaful fruition that the city woulci 
have II grand opportunity to again fig- 
ure prommontly In the national past- 
tijno.

Boatswain's Confession of .the 
. Plot — Quartermaster Tried

The steamer Lonsdale, of the Can- 
adian-Mexican Steaj^iship line, Capt. 
Shadforth, 'which reached port yester- 
day niprniniT from Salina Cruz, via 
Mexican coast ports, broug-htejfurther 
details than were telegraphed of the 
mutiny of the Chinese crew December 
23, whon tlie vessel was 120 miles from 
>-BaI)na Cruz bimtul soutli. The mutiny 
was planned by tlie Cliincse, it boins 
arranged that when the expeetcd light- 
ing, which dirt not materUUise, had 
commenced the Chinese ciuartermaster 
at the wheel should throw the helm 
hard over and try to run the vessel 
ashore. In order to prevent Capt. 
Shadforth from using his revolver one 
of the Chinese stewards had secretly 
taken it from the captain's room, filed 
away the point of the hammer and re- 
lilaced it. There hart been some 
grumbling for some days, and on the 
night of December 22 the situation was 
growing tense. The orew and passeng- 
ers felt that something was pending; 
ilie idea that niutlnj' was intended be- 
ing accentuated by the sight ot the 
Chinese bu.sily sharpening Knives by the 
light of the ship's lanterns on the for- 
ward deck, sharpening 'piccaroons," 
wicked-looking spiked tools used for 
lifting ties, and generally arming. Sev- 
(■ral of the passengers also armed 
themselves, several miners traveling in 
the second class strapping revolvers to 
their belts, and one carred a Winches- 
ter rifle. 

At V a. m., December 23, when break- 
fast time approached, the cabin boy re- 
fused duty. The steward was sent 
forward to ask him to turn to, and re- 
turned with the information that under 
the leadership of Wong Quai, a boats- 
wain, the Chine.He crew refused duty. 
They stated that the day was a feast 
flay — allee samee Christmas Day — 
witli them, and tliey would not work. 
Capt. Shadforth, having considerable 
work for the crow, tliought otherwise, 
and with the steward as interpreter 
went to tlic forward deck to instruct 
the Chinese, through the steward, that 
they had their choice of working or 
being put in irons. The answer ot the 
Chinese v/as to draw knives, and led 
by the boat-swain, to run toward Capt. 
Sliadforth. who darted into th

V.Meanwhile, when he saw the rush of 
the mutineers toward the captain the 
('hinese quartermaster, who had tbe 
wheel, with Second Ofllcer Day stand- 
ing on the bridge near by, suddenly 
threw the helm hard over, and the 
steamer swung around in a small cir- 
cle pointing toward the land, which 
was not far away, the Lonsdale being 
. then near PiSrt Angelos lighthouse, 
running down the Mexican coast to- 
.ward Salina Cruz. Second Oflicer Day 
had seen the rush of the shouting 
Chinese- on the main deck, and he blew 
several quick blasts with the whistle, 
an alarm to the white crew that there 
was danger. Then he knocke^l the 
Chinese quartermaster away from the 
.wheel, and put th'o helm back quickly, 
bringing the vessel back on her course. 

Capt. Shadforth had by this time 
, sepured, his revolver and hurried for- 
ward, snapping the trigger with the re- 
volver pointed overside to see if It was 
In condition. Twice he snapped the 
trigger, but there was no response. 
-Than he looked,, and sav," that the point 
of the. hammer had been filed away 
preventing the contact necessary, . to 
discharge the weapon. The hien who 
had stalled off the first rush had by this 
time been reinforced by others of the 
-white crew, numbering seven, and 
other passengers, including A. AV. Don- 
ly, Canadian trade conimissioner to 
IVIexico, mostly armed, the ofTicors hav- 
ing handed out what arrns they pos- 
sessed.

The 
boatswain, Wong Qual, ringleader of 
the trouble in a confession to the 
Mexican police officials stated that the 
mutiny had been planned for some 
time, and his scheme had been to sur- 
prise the captain and officers, cut their 
throats and throw the bodies over- 
board. The captain's revolver had been 
tampered with in order to prevent him 
from defending himself when they 
surprised hlni in his cabin. The trouble

Blue Funnel Liner Reached

The. steamer Bellcrophon, of the 
Blue Funnel line, Capt'. Burtlett," which 
reached-WIUiam Head yesterday at 
noon after a fast trip from ^Yokohama 
en route from Iilverpool, via the Suez 
and; usual 'ports of loall; was . , quaran- 
tined, wlt^ Ave -cases af snjallpox on 
board. She steamed Into the bay at 
William Head, and when Dr. A. T. 
Watt, quarantine officer went oft on 
board the quarantine tender Madge, 
Capt. Bartlett reported that his car- 
penter, boatswain' mate', a quarter- 
master and two able sailors, all British 
seamen, were suffering from smallpox, 
which broke out on the voyage from 
Yokohama to this port, which occu- 
pied 14 diays 10 hours. The patients 
-were landed yesterday afternoon, and 
removed to the isolation hospital 
ashore at William Head, and steps 
taken to fumigate and disinfect the 
vessel. The total ship's company will 
bo landed, vaccinated, and held In 
quarantine, It is considered probable, 
though, that Capt. Bartlett and prob- 
ably the chief engineer, possibly some 
others who were not in contact with 
Llie victims of the d'sease. will be re- 
leased after being vaccinated, follow- 
ing the fumigation and disinfection of 
the vessel to assist a crew to. bo seiit 
to AViiliam Head to take away the 
steamer. This course was resorted to 
when the steamer Oanfa was quaran- 
tined last year. 

The Bellcrophon. which left Liver- 
pool November S, has a large cargo of 
general freight, mostly from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, but Including large hemp 
shipments from Manila and silk and 
general cargo from Japan. For this 
port the steamer has 1,200 tons of gen- 
eral cargo, largely from the TJnlted 
Kingdom.

JAPAN'S POLICY 

IN MANCHURIA 



High Handed Act Regarding Rail 
ways Arouses Ire of Eng- 
lishmen 



The Pckin correspondent of the Ijon- 
doii Times, cabling under date of De- 
cember 27, says: Reports, telegrapliic 
and other, constantly received, from Eu- 
rope liidiCate. tliivf an, error widely pre- 
vails with respect' to- the present situa- 
tion in Manchuria. Especially prevalent 
is the fundamental error that Manchuria 
has been evacuated by foreign troops. 
With regard to the southern halt of 
Manchuria, from , Kwang-cheng-tszo 
south to Dalny the railway, called the 
South Manchurlan railway. Is held by 
Japanese soldiers, and, though the coun- 
try is perfectly tranciuil, is subject to 
the same military inspection as "'as ex- 
ercised during the war. One whole di- 
vision of Japanese troops, tlio. 10th, un- 
der Lleutcnant-Gcneral Ando, Is sta- 
tioned at Ijlau-ya«g, a strategical centre 
In tlie heart of Mancliuria. while six 
battalions of troops called railway 
guards, under Governor-General Oshlmu, 
liatrol tlie railway. At every station, by 
day and night, armed Japanese BOldicrs 
enter every compartment of the train, 
to the discomfort of Kuropoan passen- 
gers, especially ladles, who complain of 
the Incivility and rudeness to which they 
are subjected. The 'Chinese desire to 
conlliuio' their Peking main line into 
Makden City, the station being now two 
and a half miles distant. To do so they 
must cross the Japanese line, and the 
Japanese forbid a crossing. 

i\lorc serious still, an Incident causing 
considerable Indignation among Kngllsh- 
men, is the following: China di-slres to 
extend the Peking Hsln-mln-tun main 
railway northwards fifty miles to Fa- 
ku-meiin and beyond Into a rich, fertile, 
and populous country. Accordingly, on 
November 8, she signed with the repre- 
sentatlv.e of a prominent Biitisb firm 
of railway contractors a contract to 
construct this lino at a fixed price per 
mile, the railway to be an Imperial Chi- 
nese line, an excellent arrangement beii- 
ellttliig all, and especially the Nortliern 
railways, in which British capital was 
invested long before tlie Japanese occu- 
pation of South Manchuria. Japan does 
not protest again.st the construction, she 
simply forbids it, on the ground that 
tiic extension will compote with the 
youth iVIanchurlan railway, though the 
nearest point is .'!.') miles distant across 
a great river : asin, and the line would 
develop a totally different country. 

Thus .Tapan exercises not only pre- 
eminent rights over railway construction 
in South :Mancliuria cast of the Liau 
system, but forbid.s Ciilna to extend her 
own railway into her own country west 
of the Llau valley. It Is Impossible to 
reconcllo this prohibition with ,iny ra- 
tional Interpretation of the policy of the 
open door. 

Notwithstanding statements made in 
Japanese circles, it is positively af- 
firmed here that up to the present Ja- 
pan has done nothing v.-hatever to meet 
the wishes of China respecting the South 
Manchurlan telegraphs and that the ne- 
gotiations are exactly where they Avero 
when they began.

For some time past drifting 
operations had been carried on in an 
effort (to locate this ore, the existence 
of which was suspected through the 
pre.'icncc of stringers leading in its 
direction.

Vancouver, Jan. 21.— If the sugges- 
tions of the city couricll, made . last 
night, under the consideration of the 
revised buiding regulations, are car- 
ried out, radical changes in the con- 
struction of .frame residences in he 
city will follow. 

The chief Item of lntere.?t to the 
puplic along this line covers the con- 
struction of chimneys. The commit- 
tee revising the by-law recommended 
an advance on the present rather loo.se 
regulations, but the council went tiio 
body one better, and sent the clauses 
back for revision, wiUi suggestions of 
still' more .stringent regulations. Tho 
opinion of several aldermen was plain- 
ly stated that nothing would be ac- 
cepted save <a requlronient that all 
chimneys in frame buildings should be 
built from the foundation, thus doing 
away entirely witli the starting of 
chimneys on second stories, or locating 
them on brackets. 

The clauses of the by-law accepted 
cover fully the construction of houses 
heated by stoves so as to make tho 
danger from fire at a minimum. It is 
stipulated where stovepipes seven 
inches or less in diameter pasi through 
partitions they must be surrounded 
by four inches of incombustible ma- 
terial or a thimble giving a four-Inch 
air space all around. Larger size flues 
are specified as demanding Increased 
air space or- the interposition of as-' 
bestos ; shields.. . , , ,^ 

In th6 line of heating by hot air, it. 
Is demanded that all flues concealed In 
walls shall be double metal construc- 
tion, with an Ihch air space between 
the flues. Aid. Macmillan suggested 
that the conditions might be met by 
an alternative that these plpe.^ be laid 
in cement grout, and this clause was 
also referred back. The register open- 
ings in floors must be of double con- 
struction and surrounded by a two- 
Inch space of incombustible material. 

The location of all pipes carrying 
heat concealed in wooden partitions 
Is specified .= n that they |hall be a 
considerable distance away from any 
exposed woodwork.

Vancouver, Jan. 21-— A general 
meeting of stJie'.ioeal exhibition associ- 
ation will, b6- held shortly, at which the 
eieotli^h of- permanent officers of the 
organization wyi take place- The gov- 
erning board will consist of a presi- 
dent, four vice-presidents, treasurer 
and twenty councillors. All qualllied 
members of the associations are elig- 
ible for nomination to tho posts, but 
the nominations must be presented in 
writing, duly attested by two active 
members of tho association. 

That tho members of the associa- 
tion are bv no means dismayed at tho 
present situation with reference to 
the founding of an annual fair at 
H.astlngs park was amply proved by 
tho statements of \V. AV.

"We did not outer upon tl;,e scheme 
of tho local exhibition witliout fully 
considering all the facts of tho case 
and obtaining a fair understanding of 
tho dlfiicultioH which wo would en- 
countei-. Our conclusions were that it 
was well worth tho while to make tho 
stand for a local exhibition, in view of 
tlie great advantages it would mean to 
tho city. Having made that_ decision 
in Che face of what we knew we would 
have to meet at the first, pfesehtatlon 
of the scheme, we Intend" to" stick ' tij 
our guns, belpg. confident that . In the 
end the publlb will see the case as we 
do and enter heartily Into the plans. 

"As far as thei recent decision of the 
local electorate on an- exitlbitibii by- 
law Is concerned. It was prdbslbly due 
to two fiaiets that the measure was de- 
feated- First, 'there were such a large 
nutihber of rhotiey by-laws before the 
property- owners; the total reaching 
such an amoiirif that many voters, 
taking into accoUnt the uncertain con- 
dition of the money markets and the 
rather hard e.\peiiei.ce of last year's 
council in disposing of its bonds, cast 
negative ballots at the polls, and the 
lixliibltion by-law surCered more from 
this feeling tlian some- others. Under 
better linancial conditions, and at a 
time when so many other by-laws did 
not have to be faced, I believe the 
measure would have passed. 

"Then the by-law came before the 
public witliout a full understanding of 
what an exhibition would mean to the 
city. The scheme was talked about in 
a general way, it is true, but the do- 
tails of the plan, as it appealed to tho 
members of the exhibition association.^ 
were not fully put forward. V-'Uad' this' 
been done; 1 believe tlilsi res.nlt-at 'the 
recent election would have "feeen: d.lf' 
fercnt. And it is along tWC'Jlne .oj 
education of the public '■tHat: we are 
going to work for the next'few months, 
after which w'e hope- to have another 
by-law put befdt'e the electorate which 
will be ratified by a good majority. 

"Our AssOftlatlpn , Is composed of 
some of the mpst prominent business 
men of the city, and the fact that we 
ate so confldent of the beneilts of the 
exhibition sSheme that we remain in 
the field despite the recent action of 
the local electorate 'shows the ilrmness 
of our position. 

"There has been some talk to tho 
effect that the inauguration of a local 
exhibition would wreck the prospects 
of the New Westminster exhibition 
don't think there is anything In this, 
and fully believe that no such thought 
has entered the minds of the leaders of 
tho local association. The- position of 
New Westminster and Vancouver Is 
different. The Royal City occupies th 
position of being the centre of the 
Fraser river agricultural districts, and 
as long as it holds that position there 
will be ample support for its annua.1 
fair. Vancouver, on the other hand 
has divcrsilied interests which appeal 
more strongly to the exhibitors along 
mercantile lines, and would lead them

Spealting of Manitoba, a 'Winnipeg 
financial authority says tho year which 
has just been closed may be said to 
have been an excellent one from the 
loan companies' standpoint. Interest 
and principal have been pruniptly met 
and where demands have been made tor 
arrears the casli has been forllicomlng. 
During the latter part of the year 
some of the larger companies have been 
pushing collections vigorously, not be- 
caiu^e they had any doubts as to the 
Qu;illty of the loans, but because they 
required the money ami they got it. 
When the ijrospeet of an indifferent 
crop and a .severe nionetary stringency 
was threatened there was a very 
marked contraction of the voltnne of 
mone.v being placed out on mortgiigo 
security. The circumstances referred 
to made a very unfortunate combin- 
ation, ^vhieh lay upon Western Can- 
ada \vith a rather lieavy lutiid. despite 
which jjayments have been well made. 
Tlie rapid development of the country 
has been temporarily retarded by the 
contraction of the volume of capital 
soelcing investment. But this is only 
a temporary condition and one that 
will pass away quickly as soon as an- 
other season presents a fair prospect 
of an average crop. During the course 
of tlie year tliere has been a ■ steady 
volume of mqney coming from Britain. 
There does not appear to bo tlie slight- 
est hesitancy on the part of those 
groups of English capitalists that stand 
beliind several .of ^^ the cpinpanles in- 
vesting .so miich ' rnbney^ mith'e''Avest. 
As a matter of fact they are sending, 
and are directing as' much, mphey to 
the prairie province as » they possibly 
can.

These lines, when completed, will open 
up a large area of the best land.5 in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, and will 
furnish Winnipeg with a shorter route 
to Fdmonton. iVleanwiiilo work will 
proceed in reducing all the lines of the 
company in th(! west— outside,, .^of. 
course, the mountain sectldit^r-to; a., 
grade ot not more than foUr^ tenths. Of 
one por cent. This was done last sea- 
son on the main line between Moose 
Jaw and Swift Current:, and Mr. Whyto. 
remarked that In carrying it out,; no- 
fewer than .85. out of. the 112 mllea of 
the original track -ivere abandoned. 
The, enormbus tunnels which the coni- 
pany are cutting to a\'oid tho grade of 
tho "Big Hill" bst-(veen Field and 
Hector, in the Rockies, will in al prob- 
ability be completed this year. 

The company last year completed 518 
miles of new track in western Canada. 

Asked as to present'condltion.s in tho 
west, Mr. Whyte said the winter so far 
had been very mild— so mild tliat coal 
and cordwood were down to the prices 
of the old days; in fact, so little was 
the demand for fuel fnat a number of 
tlie coal mines were closing up for 
want of orders. The settlers, of 
course, were very glad to be able to 
effect a saving this way, and. the mild 
winter also meant a considerable'-sav- 



gence. The plate , magnet is used for

IS THE BRITISH 

NAVY EFFICIENT? 

Critics in London .Standard 
iVIake'Some Allegations Cal-. -; 
;;{)Lilat|diftQ*Startie, Public 



Tlie London Standard, in its Issiuo 
of .lauaary Itli, publisiies the following 
rather startling commentary • on the ef- 
ficiency of the British navy; 

i»ortsraoiith, Jan. 3. — The Philomel, 
tlilrd-class cruiser, and' tho AlgoriVie, 
sloop, which, with 58 otlier cruisers and 
11) otiier sloops, were struck off the ef- 
fective list of tlio navy in 190.1, are be- 
ing reoonimLssioncd for active service. 
The Philomel was classed among "ships 
of - comparatively small llghtln.i? value, 
whose ai'TnamentH have not been sur- 
rendered"; the Algerine, among "ships 
whlcli are available for subsidiary pur- 
poses of war"; neither of wlilcli des- 
criptions — since they would accurately 
apply to tliese vessels wlu'U tliey wore 
first coninilssioned — would appear to in- 
dicate any valid reason \yliy tliey should 
liavo been riMiioved from' the active list. 

It would be interesting to learn what 
additional e.xpense in repairing hatf'been 
Incurred by leaving these vessels to rot 
for ilirce years. It would be even more 
iiiteresling to illscovor wliy, if tliey were 
useless in 11)01, tliey are useful iu 130S. 
It will, of conr.se, be argued that they 
wer^: always Intended to be brought 
liiiek Into service in time Of emergency. 
IJul, in that case, what'becomes of the 
statement that the navy was strength- 
ened by tiieir .abolition? 

'I'o the lOditor of tlie Standard, Sir: 
As I read the Indictment which, witli 
an admirable constancy, you have con- 
tinued for we.ary montlis to urge against 
tho present naval administration, this 
country (and, therefore, the Empire) 
stands in a position of Imminent Inse- 
curity. 1 have taken the trouble to 
verify your statements. The conclusion 
is l7ighly disagreeable, but Inevitable. 
If war wore declared tomorrow, only 
luck could save the British Navy from 
defeat. There it Is, in a sentence. 

.1 shall, of course, be held up to de- 
rision as a scaremonger, and I know 
not what else, Xhat is dtsagreeable, too, 
but, atter an,>'a 'man must try to - be- 
lieve the evidence of his senses. You, 
Sir, if you do me the honor to print 
this letter, will be subjected to iiarsUer 
crltioisni. "Whiui I read the passionate 
effusions of the various persons who 
write and speak as. if tlio British Navy 
wore the private' property bt the First 
Soa Lord, and himself were the Only 
Sailor God over made, 1 sometimes won- 
der what It Is all about. I wonder why 
anyone should take the trouble to speak 
tlie truth to his countrymen. Ah, but 
(you say, dear reader) which is the 
truth? And (unlike the Roman) you 
pause for an answer. That is It. It is 
the pause that is tlu! trouble. I make no 
doubt, Sir, that there are hundreds of 
excellent persons among your readers 
who are even now saying to themselves, 
"The Navy? Well, what .about It? T 
see the Standard Is alw.ays attacking 
the Admiralty, and there may be some- 
thing In it. But. after all, tlie Govern- 
ment arc responsible people, and the Op- 
position say nothing. And I see the 
so-and-so contradicts the Standard." 
And so on. Plenco the pause — the fold- 
ing of the bands -in-a little more .slum- 
ber. ' . - , . 

Here, Sir, if I am right, Is your dif- 
ficulty. Its core is the curiou.s, unques- 
tioning faith (although a hundred times 
betrayed) of the nation in constituted 
autliorlty. It Is slow to think evil of 
dignities. It believes politicians to be 
all honorable men. It Is singularly 
credulous, and it hates unpleasant-facts. 
Professor Flinders Petrie said, the other 
day, that such people are not worth 
saving. Possibly not. But the duty re- 
mains. 

It is my object in writing to you, .Sir, 
to help you to persuade the people to a 
sense of their real position. T am not 
a party man. ■PoUtic.'i are chiefly in- 
teresting to me because they rove.al how 
far gentlemen, otherwise respectable, 
will forfeit their , self-respect in order 
to gain a purely theatrical advantage 
in a game which is daily becoming less 
attractive to the fastidious. 

riow does the Game stand with re- 
gard to the Navy? Tlio Services are 
supposed to be outside the rules — but 
are not. The Prime , Mimster, I.ord 
Twoedmou'th, Mr. Robertson, Mr. Lam- 
bert, and Adrhlral of the Fleet Sir John 
Fisher have all publicly declared that 
the Navy has never been so efficient as 
it is today. Against the testimony of 
these great men a newspaper dares tij 
lift up its voice. Which Is to be be- 
lieved? The great men in office, ob- 
viously; cspecirilly as the great men out 
of office — Mr. Balfour, Lord Cawdor, Mr. 
Lee, Mr. Arnold-Forster, and the rest — 
appear to agree with them. Lord Tweod- 
inouth, 1 notice, has even given his 
word of honor, which is very signifi- 
cant, for polltrcian.s usually keep tlxcir 
lionjr for private wear. 

Now, what are we to think? There 
is a choice of explanations. (1) The 
Government Iciiow the faQts, and -wil- 
fully deny them. (2) They do not 
know the facts. <3) They know some 
of the facts only. Number one wo may 
dismiss. Number two is possible, but 
lumber three is the most reasonable 
uplioaition. Let us adopt it for the 
.-ikii of argument, bearing in mind, 
Iso, that the facts are supplied by the 
First Sen. Lord, who bos strong views 
of his o-wn, and that the members of 
the Cabinet have no personal knowledge 
of the Navy whatever; bearing in 
mind, also, th,-it w-heiu'\'er the Game Is 
Uoweil to i-nero.'u-li a Uttbt — as it al- 
ways is — the rules encouiage tile u.sc! 
of terminological inexactitudes. 

No-w comes the essential .question: 
AVhy do not the Government honestly 
f.-ice the (piestlon. Insist on ascertain- 
ing the true state of the ease, and pro- 
eee<l to lay it before parliament, with, 
if necessary, a request for more money? 
The answer may be stated in a sentence: 
Peeinise Great Britain is a selfgovern- 
ing. or, as it Is called, a democratic 
cou ntr.v. 

I-;very Governnient cllng.s to oftice. 
K.vcry Government can oiil.v hold on at 
tlio will of miscellaneous thousands of 
voters. Kvory Government Is iifraid of 
doing anything the electors have not ex- 
pressly told tliom to do. Every Opposi- 
tion — with an eye on the future — is 
afraid to do .anything which will re- 
flect on its past administration. Every 
Government dhslikes spending money. 
And tltese considerations bring us to a 
dim perception of the maze of Intrigues 
and preferpnces and concessions and 
cross-divisions In M-liich (^very c.-ihlnet 
wanders until it Iind.-; Ilie exit labelled 
Dissolution. Out they go, with a gas|) 
of relief, and a nudge to the new-com- 
ers, and, "It'is your turn , now — hope you 
■will lllte It!" Blame theni' not too muoli, 
but pity — they are but what people 
make them. But now can we wonder 
tliat the tremendous and coniplleated 
and exiieusive business of national de- 
fence Is neglected, and that warnings 
are ignoied? T think not. 

Viewed in this aspect, I venture to 
hope that the situation becomes more 
intelligible, and that the reason w-liy no 
Govermneiit will niovi^ until tliey' m-d 
forced to 1110%-e. iM-conies apiiareiil. Kut 
tlio very conrtitious which iiaralyse the 
Goveniiiieiit confi-r a kind of omnipo- 
tence upon the people. At present they 
neither reeognl/.e the true character and 
the real lliiiltatlons of tlu-lr noinlnnl rul- 
ers, nor tlieir own power. So It Is that 
the' country actually e.Klsts iiu suffer- 
ance, and stands at this moment at the 
mercy of a nation that knows its own 
mind. 

When every citizen uiidersliinds that 
it is bis business to see that the Navy 
is adi.'i|uate, tin- Government will do Its 
duty, hut not la-fore.

Mr. H. Belloc, M.P., writing In the 
Dally Express, -says: Among the 
great evils of .society in modern Eng- 
land, not the greatest evil but one of 
the great evils Is excess in the use ut 
stimulants. ISvery form of stimulant, 
from a healthy one like red wine or 
good beer to the pestilent and poison- 
ous drugs wliich wo owe to modern 
science, is used Jn.excessi axjd the ex- 
cess affects everytolaiss,. /ot-L the com- 
munity, .v;iSSi3?sl&;^-" V' 

The cause oiE thlsSsoblal^ disease • in 
general is .anxiety;->arid '- coupled:' 'wlth 
anxiety that vdefedt-' of,:' the Will -wlfich 
anxiety Is able to' pi'oduce. " To rem- 
edy that root of the .whole evil we 
must change the very ' nature of so- 
ciety; but meanwhile there are palli- 
atives rather than remedies wliicli we 
can apply without falling into any ol'- 
fensive fanaticism, and without inter- 
fering- with the ordinary pleasures ot 
our fellow-citizens; for the habit of 
taiclug- drugs tind nervous stimulants 
in excess (as soaking oneselC with tea, 
for instance) there is perhaps no rem- 
edy. You have to do vvitli ingrained 
individual habit, mainly domestic, and 
one only to be quijed -'by a reform of 
morals in genera}.. " . . 

But with the excess- of the use of 
the old -fashioned - • stimulants, the 
stimulants which/have h'een ordinary 
and healthy- fooSs. of our ancestors 
from the earliest Teijoraed times, It is 
different. "With regard to these we 
inherit a formed public opinion and 
old customary laws of licensing and 
restraint, and, what is more, a good 
traditional knowledge of wlien they 
are good and when they are bad for 
a. man, and in what quantities they 
are good and in what quantities bad 
for a. man. And one the most cer- 
tain things with regard to their use 
is that they are most benolicent wlion 
they arc taken in company with food, 
and most harmful when they are 
taken alone and without food. 
Perpetual Consumption 
It is again certain that a perpetual 
consumption of tticm in small 
amounts is worse than occasional ex- 
cess and far worse than regular con- 
sumption at one time during and after 
a meal — preferably the last meal of 
the day. That has been the universal 
exiiericncc of our race for thousands of 
years, and no modern fad of. so-called 
"selentifio" opinion will stand ' 'against 
experience of that sort. 

To tell a man who '•a;! used wine or 
beer properly the whole of Ills life that 
they are harmful, and to try to mystify 
hlni into believing you by using long 
and technical words, Ls rank charlatan- 
ism, .and should be punished (but. un- 
fortunately It is not) t>y the hearty, and 
expressed contempt .oj!. eviery j'hohest 
man. People who talU In this, fashion 
should be made fools of. It Is the best 
cure, ani If ttiey at-e'Jftbt yet.treated',4n 
tliis fashion It Is because our socielty 
stili suffers from a moral evil far worse 
than drunkenness; and that is lack of 

courage.,,'" ' ' .,,J^'".^,, . 

Another thing which, long experience 
and tradition havdvOTade ^certain in 
this matter Is that itVmalces all the iaif- 
ference whether the fermented Hqupr 
consumed Is made of the right matei'I- 
als and right fashion or not;''Jn othei:; 
words, whether It "p'lire." 

Now, In this matter the truth Is 
again perfectly plalh,. Beer that Is 
made out of hops, ^hS:rpaU is healthy, 
and If substitufes of one kind or an- 
other are used, the concoction' becomes 
more and more dangerous in propor- 
tion to the type of adulterant supplied. 
It. need not contain an active poison to 
be a thing undermining the health, 
creating an artificial braving, and in 
generaJ noxiotls and detestable. 
One Example 
To give one example, and a good one, 
a sample of beer, witli regard to which 
public complaint was made some years 
ago, was found to ' contain salt. 
Though I was myself in&trumentai In 
tracldng this fraud— aird it was worse- 
than f ruud— Jt was "not instrumental In 
bringing the fellow to punlsbment. But 
can anything be conceived more de- 
liberately wicked than serving people 
with an adulteration of this kind, ruin- 
ing the digestion, creatlhg an artificial 
craving, and put- m-fbi* no other pur- 
pose than to make money out of tlie 
frailties of men poorer than oneself? 

Well now, if drinking with others 
and at meals together, or at any rate 
to the accompaniment of food and of 
conversation, is one excellent rule, and 
if the drinking of pure stuff Is not 
only a rule but a necessity for ;i man 
wlio wishes to koei) his health, "now are 
these two objects to be attained in 
Kngland? They are universal in Ger- 
many, and eornnion indeed fhrougiioiit 
tile contitieiit; We only liavc these tra- 
ditions In those English villages whicli 
ar(! supplied by honest brewers, and 
still Iteep up old customs. But what 
about the towns? 

In the first place, I' am convinced 
that \vh,-ife\-er could bo done would i 
have to be done b,\- iirivato enlerjirise 
rather than by leglslatiiui, and tliat en- 
lei-|)rlse would have ti) be uiion a busi- 
ness footing. Smile men, ur grmip of 
men, furnished with 'ir able tn obtain 
the iHK-essar,\- capital, siiould inaugu- 
rate ,a system of taverns in (lur great 
towns where the Btuft sold was guaran- 
teed, and v/here the arrangements of a. 
large and comfortable room, the oppor- 
tunities for men sitting down .together, 
tlie serving of fOQd freely, should be 
the rule, just as It 'the- rule jipon the 
continent and alreacly In a. few cafe.s 
and. restaurant^ In. London, the use of 
which is unfortunately confirted tp the 
well-to-do. 

Will It Pay? 

1 will conslfier the obstacles in the 
way or the arguments, against such a 
scheme. In tlie first place., cou Id. It, be 
made to pay'.' Yes, it would pay. well. 
It would not pay ,so largely as public- 
bouses. In which men pass -and repass 
rapidly, drinking as they'stand up at a 
bar, for the amount of space (and^ 
therefore' rental) would ibe much. -larger 
per head, and the time which a man 
<vould spend drinking a certain quan- 
tity would presumalily he longer than 
the time spent In ilnnking the same 
quantity in a publlc-liouse. 

Nevertheless such a system vvould 
pay, and especially would pay in its 
origin; first, because tliere Is a demand 
for such a thing, and at present then- 
Is not a sufficient supply; and, second, 
liecnuse tlie profits ui)ori beer and wine 
lit their ordinary retail iirices are large. 
I have at iire.sent in the eellar of my 
house beer belter, 1 think, than 1 could 
obtain in most piihlic-liouses, and wine 
of the same ciuallt.v as tlie ordinary 
claret sei-ved in a restaurant. In the 
case of the beer, the jjrico which I pay, 
buying It retail in small barrels, is lit- 
tle more than half of wiiut I should 
have to pay at tlie customary price by 
the glasH, and the -wine 'l^i about hall' 



what I should be charged even in those 
small foreign restaurants where wine 
is sold' at the lowest rate. 

It is furtlier, probably, though not 
certainly, true that the guarantee of 
the thing; sold would he. sufficient to 
attract cifstom. \ 

The. next objection wili be the diffi- 
culty of getting a license. 

Weil, -the remedy here is to begin 
with the place already licensed, and to 
see how the experiment would work. 
There niuat be plenty of men,,, owners 
or long| lessees of licensed pireraise.s, 
who are able to make the experiment, 
and who have tlie choice of using some 
of their properties wiiere tr,ade is not 
ill so lively a way as to bo seriously 
endangered by the novelty. Of course. 
In countries where tliese things are 
treated rationally and in a free man- 
ner, it would be quite easy to start the 
experiment anywhere, and with any 
capital; but here I am afraid it can 
only be done by someone already in 
posses.sion of licensed promises and 
willing to run a certain rhsli, or possibly 
by .some rich ah^ generous, man .who 
is able to jnU pressiiire UpOh our- politi- 
cal machine. 

Another Obstacle 

Another obstacle Is that point of no- 
velty to which I have .already alluded. 
Many of our customs (and, alas! many 
of the best) are ver,\' rapidly changing, 
but a complete novelty ot this sort 
might hang- fire. 1 iinagini' tlint the 
first few experiiiienis would not be 
perilous. If the mass of people knew 
that there were eert;iin places in their 
nelghliorbood where several men cuidd 
sit quietly at a table and drink, and 
get food freely and without trouble, 
and at clieaii rates; if the reputation 
for the purity of the liquor sold was 
well establlslied; ami, above all, if any- 
thing like drunkenness was punislied 
by the drunken man being immediately 
chucked out, I think that even that dit- 
ficult tiling, a popular habit, would be 
formed In favor of fretpienting such 
taverns. 

Men do not get into public-houses to 
get drunk; they go into publlc-hoases 
for comparitonshli), for conviviality, 
and to drink a little. Then, indeed, 
they ore led; on; but th^ extent to 
which tliey will be led on differs very 
much wltli the 'atmosphere surrounding 

tlKMll. 

Hero Is my suggestion; of course, it 
is notliing more than a suggestion. No 
man really knows any trade but his 
own, and it is possible that those who
